Peterman asserts, the tonsils in some 
persons gradu ally dry u p by the time 
the age of twenty-one years is attain­ 
ed; In others they become enlarged 
and then 
diseased. 
The rheu matic 
germ, he says, has never been fou nd. 
Dr. Feterman says exposu re and 
u ric acid may be contribu ting cau ses, 
bu t If the tonsils be removed before 
the disease has progressed too far and 
the tissu es have been destroyed the 
germ will have been eradicated.

The action of the board followed the 
annou ncement of its intention some 
time ago, when it declared for the 
eradication cf the blind tiger evil in 
diu g stores. The action has an added 
significance, since, in two instances, 
register, d clerks not proprietors of 
stores were held responsible for viola­ 
tions of the liqu or laws. 
Jerome J 
Keene of this city, president of the 
board, said precedents established in 
these cases will be followed in all of 
the cases handled by the board. 
“This is only the beginning of the 
work which we are going to carry ou t 
against the blind tiger dru g store of 
the state,” said Mr. Keene, “and we 
hope the examples which we have 
made of these Greencastle men will go 
far toward su ppressing this evil. 
“The next hearing will be at Mar­ 
tinsville on Au g.

William Felts of this city, a cou sin 
of Dora Hilligoss, living east of the 
city and is distantly related to all the 
members of the Hilligoss family in 
this cou nty. 
He was born 011 a farm 
in this township, two miles sou th of 
this city, in March of 1825. 
lie lived 
on the old home farm for twenty-six 
years and then began his wandering 
existence. 
From this township he went t*» 
Illinois, where he fou nd that farming 
and his trade, carpentering, 
was not 
very lu crative work. 
From there he 
migrated to California, which was 
then pictu red as the land of promise, 
bu t he di<l not find it to his liking and 
did not remain long. 
There proved 
to be a pecu liar fascination abou t the 
western cou ntry fo r him. however, 
and he has spent the greater part of 
his long life in that section of the 
United States. 
He wandered over several western 
States and at the ou tbreak of the 
civil w ar he was in Iowa. 
There he 
fou nd that his trade was to be help­ 
fu l and he enlisted in the Union army 
as a carpenter. 
He enlisted at Camp 
McClelland in Iowa and recalls a bit 
of history in connection with that. 


The first three months of the in­ 
ternal trou ble, the Yankees were be­
